STROKES OF GENIUS 


MCMVON 


T 


HE two colasal seated Bjures of 
stone. c>z>ng ia tolitade over the 


desert sands near Thebes, were erected 
over 3300 years ago by King Ameoo- 
phis III. Originally over 70 feet tall 
(the fingers of the hands alone being 
four feet long!), the huge statues, 
each carved from a single block of 
sandstone, guarded the entrance of a 
magnificent temple, now long van- 
ished. 


In 27 B. C. an earthquake partly 


destroyed one of the figures. Thence- 
forth, every morning when the rays 
of the sun touched the stone, it gave 
forth a maskal sound like the twang

of a harp string. In 170 A. D.. the 
statue was restored bj Septimus Sey- 
erus and the sounds ceased. In mod- 
ern times'the musical whistle is caused 
by the air rushing through the pores 
o£ the stone as it is warmed by the 
sun. 


The Ethiopian king, Memoon. who 


is represented by the statue, led aa 
army to the defense of Troy and was 
slain by Achilles. The ancients sup- 
posed the sound issuing from the stone 
to be the voice of Memnon responding 
to the greeting of his mother Eos. the 
Dawn.
